amcor tnose who regularly attended these weekly meetings were Josef 
Schi 'elmeister®, Paul Heylandt**, and 4.G. Zimmer- 


2, according to Jung, scnintelmeister, Heylandt, and Zimmer were working, 
during the period inenticned, in the Institute for inysical iroblems at, 
Kaluzhskaya Shosse in woscow, headed by the well known Soviet physicist 
Kapitaa. Under tapitza’s direction, these three men were engaged in the study 
of the reaction of ceuterium, solidified under the influence of low temperature, 
wien given short ' shocks" with very strong magnetic fields. Jung maintained 
that the Kapitza Institute had succeeded in setting free neutrons by this 
method .

5 6 Dr. Jochinke - December 1949 
In «wid-January 1950, a letver was received from Dr. Jochinke, USSR, with 
sioscow Fost box number 1037 as sender address. The letter was posted in 
mid-December 1949 and sentioned that Jochinke "was not doing so we.l, but. 
that at least the food was good", Jochinke was formerly employed with the 
Leuna Verke and was taken to the USSK in the course of Operation Ossawakin 
in OctoLer 1946. He is an expert technician on propane combustion.
